This refugee left Germany in 1939 after persecution 
which resulted in . his wife's death and the loss of his 
business, ifo was on the famed "suicide" refugee ship 
which sailed up and down the North American coast and 
was not allowed to land. Some of its passengers despaired 
and threw themselves overboard. It returned to Europe 
and this particular refugee was allowed to land in Britain. 

This refugee, who knows what Hitlerite Europe is like, 
writes the following letter to The Era and Express: 

"Dear Editor: The peace 1 feel in this country, which 
has given me a fine shelter and kind hospitality as a 
refugee from Nazi oppression, makes me want to say to all 
Canadians and all foreigners, loyal to the common cause, 
that the peaceful Thanksgiving day inside this country and 
the co-operation at the Women's Institute Fair show me the 
blessings of this country. 

"The spirit. of the Canadian people to do their bit to 
help secure victoiy for a peaceful future for the whole 
world impresses me so strongly that I cannot think that 
anyone will fail to sign for Victoiy bonds. 

"I would like to ask a few important questions. Would 
you like to lose your: 1, freedom? 2, human dignity? 3, all 
morality? 'J, faith? 5, children? 6, the power to raise your 
children religiously? 7, peace again? 8, beautiful country? 
9, independence? 10, Christianity? 

'The answer to these questions is to buy Victory b6nds.

VICTORY LOAN 
SPEAKER ASKS 



Tells Of Democracy's 
Weaknesses In Message 
-■ To Salesmen 

MEET aTpTcKERING 

■ 

Deeply stirred by the pres- 
entation of democracy's cause. 
North York's third Victoiy loan 
canvassers went out from an 
organization dinner meeting at 
Pickering college on Friday 
evening determined to surpass 
their objectives. 

Victory Loan Chairman Aub- 
rey Davis of Newmarket presid- 
ed. He confidently anticipated 
the support of all citizens, but, 
he said, the task would be more 
difficult and it would be neces- 
sary "to reach out for new 
corners from which to gather in 
support." Mr. Davis told how. 
while marching through Bel- 
gium with the army of occupa- 
tion in December, 1918. he had 
been introduced to two English- 
women who had been in Bel- 
gium during, the German' 
occupation. They told him, he 
said, of "unspeakable atrocities*' 
the Germans had committed. 

Mr. Davis then called on Rev. 
Henry Cotton, "a captain during 
the last war, now the padre of 
Trinity United church." 

"There is a great task before 
us," said Mr. Cotton. "The war 
is not yet won. The fighting, 
so far as the British are con- 
cerned, has hardly begun. First, 
we must realize that the Ger- 
mans and Japanese are tough. 
My judgment is that we arc far 
too soft. If I had my way, as 
soon as Berlin announced they 
were putting shackles on Cana- 
dian prisoners from Dieppe, I 
would have put shackles on Ger- 
man prisoners without waiting 
for Saturday noon. 

"Ambassador Grew, who has 
just returned from Tokyo, toll's 
us that the Japanese are fanatic- 
ally behind the emperor, and 
that means behind the Japanese 
military leaders," said Mr. 
Cotton. "The - Americans' ex- 
perience in the Solomons — they 
arc finding it tough to maintain 
n foothold— and our Canadian 
boys' experience at Dieppe show 
us what a tough proposition wc 
have in front of us. 

"I remember when the Ger- 
mans lined up more than 6G0 of 
lis British and Canadian prison- 
ers, brought in machine-guns and 
threatened to kill us all. When 
the German officer used the 
words 'shoot to kill/ wc gave 
three British cheers. We have 
to show the Germans and the 
Japanese that we are just as 
tough, and even more tough, 
than they are. 

"For nearly two years during 
this war I have been looking 
into the faces of air crew. More 
than 4,000 R.C.A.F. men so fax 
have been killed, wounded or 
are missing. They gave their 
all. What are you doing?" 

Mr. Coitnn then introduced 
Frank Dow.tctt, Toronto business 
man. 

When the workers go out on 
the third Victory loan they can 
do two jobs at once, build 
morale and raise funHs, he said. 
"Miller in his chapter in Mein 
Knmpf on propaganda has shown 
himself to he a genius— an evil

"Hitler overran Europe to ob- 
tain sufficient strength to achieve 
his real object, the conquest of 
tho North American continent," 
Thomas S. Elmore, K.C., Toronto. 
told the Lions club on Tuesday 
evening. Among the guests was 
Ifnrold Trapp, war finance organ- 
izer In North York. 

Reeve F. A. Lundy, In Introduc- 
ing the speaker, said that he was 
confident that Newmarket citizen* 
would do everything possible to 
make the war loan a success. 

"Those who are In a position to 
Know tell ua that we can win thin 
war If, and only If, all of tho Uni- 
ted Nations do all thoy can," sold 
Mr. Elmore. 

"This year Canada must raise 
$4,000 million, twlco the amount 
that Canada raised during the last 
war Including demobilisation," he 
said- "That money must be raised 
by taxation nnd loans. To the 
extent that tho money Is borrowed 
tho tlmo of distribution of the 
burden is postponed. 

"Wo mustn't blame the govern- 
ment for wanting this money. We 
told thorn wo. wanted total war 
and wo have to stand behind the 
boys. 

"Peoplo have to lend their 
money hack to the government, or 
they couldn't be employed, and if 
they weren't employed we couldn't 
prosccuto tho war. 

"Though this war la costly, vie- 
lory Is priceless. 

"We havo to stop putting value 
on things. Wo have to put value 
on human souls, Wo must put le** 
faith In tho dollar, and more In 
Almighty Clod."

25 YEARS AGO 
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INSPIRATION FROM THE SEA 

A speaker at the North York Victory loan or- 
ganization meeting recalled the story of the 
Jervis Say. The story of the Jervis Bay well 
may rank with the story of the little Revenge in 
the annals *of the British navy. Sir Richard 
Grenville and Captain Kagan were two of a kind. 
While these stories of heroism at sea, of small 
ships deliberately taking on overwhelming odds, 
make such an impression on our minds, the same- 
sort of thing happens continually in land fighting 
*-the individual flinging caution to the winds to 
face almost certain death. Now and then fate 
intervenes and miraculously the soldier lives to 
do it again. Perhaps there is a medal for him 
but more often there is not even mention in dis- 
patches. There is so much heroism on the field 
of battle that rewards can be distributed only in 
a representative way, in an unromantic mathe- 
matical so-many-io-a-unit manner. 

The spirit of these heroes of the field of battle, 
the spirit of the Jervis Bay, will make a success 
of the Victory loan. Every citizen should try to 
think of himself or herself as a soldier or sailor 
or airman, doing all that he or she can for the 
cause, doing more than is asked or expected, 
working harder and lending more than is con- 
venient or easy. It is a time for taking on great 
odds. 



THEY MAY BE RIGHT 

A number of Ontario's leading citizens, includ- 
ing Premier M. F. Hepburn and Hon. Leopold 
Macaulay, former member of the Henry govern- 
ment, are joining the Communists in asking that 
the ban on the Communist party be lifted. The 
Communist party was outlawed, as we understand 
the matter, nut because it advocated the sharing 
of wealth, but because it preached the overthrow 
of the present form of government. Freedom of 
speech must include the right to advocate a 
different economic system, and even a different 
form of government, but it is questionable 
whether citizens should be free to advocate 
violence and dictatorship. The fact that Russia 
is now an ally of Canada's and that Russia has 
undertaken not to interfere in the internal affairs 
of other countries does not alter the position. 
Thai is no reason to give Canadian Communists 
/reedom to advocate the violent overthrow of the 
Canadian government. 

Perhaps a fair solution would be to remove 
the provisions against the Communist party and 
then prosecute Individuals who advocated, by 
word or writing, the violent overthrow of 
Canada's present form of government. That 
would leave freedom to advocate economic com- 
munism, and to belong to that highly patriotic 
and extremely anti-fascist organization, the 
Communist Party of Canada.

SUNDAY BASEBALL 

(George G. Webber, Lord's Day Alliance, in the 
Midland Free Press-Herald) 

Your excellent editorial under the caption 
"What About Sunday Baseball?" is worthy of 
high commendation. 

We feel sure that many residents of your town 
will sincerely appreciate the point of view ex- 
pressed in your editorial, and the information 
conveyed. Particularly would we commend your 
fine emphaiss upon the need to recognize the law 
of the land as it stands. The whole basis of our 
democratic form of government requires that 
recognition fully, if we are to have a democracy 
worth the sacrifice necessary to retain it. At a 
lime when the -world is facing such a conflict for 
the freedom to govern ourselves, as opposed to 
Nazism or Fascism, which our enemies would 
seek to impose upon us, it is especially necessary 
we retain our British and Canadian traditions of 
respect for law. 

In view of the importance of the issues in- 
volved* and the interest your readers will have 
in these question, may I ask the courtesy of your 
columns to further clarify one or two very vital 
points. 

In the first place, with respect to the laws now 
governing Sunday observance, the old Ontario 
law is really a pre-Confederation law passed by 
the parliament of Upper Canada in 1845, and 
which was taken over at the time of Confedera* 
(ion in 1807 as part of the Ontario statutes. That 
law, according to a recent statement of the 
attorney-general of Ontario, cannot be amended 
by the government or legislature of Ontario. In- 
asmuch as the powers of the former parliament 
of Upper Canada were distributed under the 
B.N.A. Act between dominion and provincial 
parliaments this act must be considered separ- 
ately from those enacted since Confederation. It 
is generally recognized in legal circles that it can 
he amended or repealed by action of the dominion 
government or parliament only.

Many citizens will agree that this is a de- 
sirable distinction to maintain in 1942. But it 
.should he home in mind that the legislation 
enacted by the dominion parliament in 1900 seeks 
to eliminate all commercialized sports on an 
entertainment basis, and with commercial ele- 
ments involved. With this distinction in mind it 
can readily be seen there is a real difference 
between the quieter forms of personal recreation, 
and those sporting activities organized to draw 
crowds together for purposes of entertainment. 
The one fact recognizes the freedom of the in- 
dividual citizen to detorMne his or her own 
Sunday recreation, but lorbids any and all Sun- 
day sports organized on a business basis. 

As intimated in your editorial of the nth 
instant, if this central principle is sacrificed the 
way is open for all kinds of commercialized si>ort 
and business on Sundays, and all forms of profit- 
making devices would gain possession of our 
Canadian Sunday. We must, therefore, guard the 
principles involved in the high interests of our 
national weekly day of rest, and our day of 
opportunity for worship and spiritual culture. 



CONTROLS IN PERPETUITY 

(Fort Erie Times-Review) 

Repeatedly it has been announced officially, 
both within the House of Commons and outside, 
that the controls now exercised by the various 
war-time boards and bureaus over the daily lives 
of citizens, would all be discontinued with the 
coming of peace, But pronouncements by cer- 
tain controllers and iheir satellites during after- 
dinner speeches and press interviews have dis- 
closed that they look forward to retaining their 
dictatorial powers for quite some time after the 
cessation of hostilities. It is apparent that most 
of these gentry thoroughly enjoy their present 
jobs and will be loath to resume less glamorous 
employment. 

Accordingly, suspicion is aroused as to whether 
an editorial titled "War and Post-war Controls" 
hi a recent issue of the Toronto Daily Star Is a 
trial balloon released at the behest of the govern- 
ment. 
The editorial reads, in part: 
"There is, however, a less direct attack upon the 
restrictions which the needs of war have brought 
into being. It takes the form of an attempt to 
discredit those who have to administer these 
regulations. They are described us bureaucrats, 
as •little Caesars 1 , . . 

"It is declared by some thnt these 'bureaucrats' 
must disappear. No doubt at the close of the 
war there will be, In some quarters, a loud de- 
mand for their disappearance which will be all 
the louder if public prejudice can be created 
against them while the war is still in progress. 
But the fact Is that the period of readjustment 
immediately following the war is going to require 
a continuation of controls if tho country Is to bo 
saved from post-war economic dislocation. Those 
who will then say, 'Let us throw off all this war- 
bred regulation and free business from re- 
straints' will be inviting an economic upset" 

The implication in the foregoing, thnt the 
country will be "saved from post-war economic 
dislocation" If controls are continued after the 
war is over, Is ludicrous. Perhaps the "economic 
upset" and unemployment conditions will not be 
as severe as they were during the great de- 
pression; but if they are, it Is a safe prediction 
Unit Ottawa's remedies will be just as futile as 
thuy were then— controllers or no controllers,

Better Farm Prices Is 
Plea Of Agnes Macphall 



— 



"2 am becoming more and more 
convinced that we will see a very 
definite food shortage in Canada 
by next spring," said Agnes 
Macphail. speaking at Vandorf 
on Hie C>CF, farm platform. 

"Anything as important as 
food must be planned • for and 
p a i d for." she said. "lire 
governments of Canada have 
pursued the opposite policy. 
They have given subsidies and 
taken them away, made eon- 
tracts and changed litem, taken 
mon from the farms and always 
acted too late. Too long have 
they made their policy one of 

cheap food and Hie farmer can 
go whistle for his money. A 
cheap food policy -is a disastrous 
policy. You can't go on discour- 
aging agriculture forever. 

"Agriculture plays too import- 
ant a part in the Canadian 
economy not to interfere with 
the prosperity of the people as a 
whole. There can be no real go- 
ahead happiness and content- 
ment unless the farmers are 
getting a break. For the last 
20 years they have never had 
adequate prices for anything 
longer than a season or two. 
Agriculture went into the war 
depleted. Although farmers 
form 40 percent of the popula- 
tion of Canada, in 1932 they only 
got six percent of the national 
income and for the last 11 years 
only received an average of ten 
percent. The farm life is the 
best there is but no one will live 
it if the farmer does not get 
enough to live on. He must be 
assured of a reasonable price 
continuing year after year, 

"The C.C.R wants the farmer

sufficient to enable him to live 
comfortably, not high prices but 
u fair balanced price, so that 
what the farmer gets for his 
produce is in just relationship to 
what he pays for the goods and 
services he has to buy. What 
makes food dear is the great 
gobs taken out of it in profit by 
the middlemen before the con* 
sinner gels hold of it. The 
processing plants, the packing 
houses, the milk distributors 
must be brought under control. 
They must cither be run by the 
government or co-operatively in 
the interests of the people as a 
whole and not to make a profit 
for a few men. 

"The hold of the implement 

companies, the food processing 

monopolies and the mortgage 

companies on Ihe farmer must 

be loosened. The old political 
parties like to spread the idea 
that the C.C.F. intends lo take 
away the fanner's farm. The 
C.C.F. doesn't intend and never 
did intend to take the farms 
away from the farmers, not even 
the half left them by the mort- 
gage company, for 40 percent of 
the farms in Canada now are 
mortgaged. You don't have to 
have much money to get land 
but you have to have a lot to 
keep it. 

"The C.C.F. wants to see more 
and more farmers owning their 
own land and living there in 
comfort and security, producing 
the food the people of Canada 
need. They want to see money 
made available to him at low 
interest rates. They want to see 
him represented on all govern* 
ment boards that deal with 
agriculture by representatives 
chosen by the Federation of 
Agriculture and not as now by 
representatives chosen by the 
government, for a good farmer 



who is a good enough Liberal to 
be chosen somehow becomes 
more of a Liberal than a farmer 
when he sits on the board. 
They want to see him have 
equal health services and edu- 
cational opportunities with the 
rest of Canada. They want to 
encourage producer and con- 
sumer co-operatives. They want 
to see right now a plan made to 
insure that enough men are left 
on the land that food enough 
can be produced to feed our 
allies, our fighting forces and 
ourselves. And they want him 
to come into the party and help 
form its policies out of his own 
experience as to his needs."
